Lieutenant Governor Hatfield recently 
pointed out that if the state purchases 
the bridges the counties would not re- 
ceive tax funds which they are now 
receiving annually from the bridge 
companies. 

It was also brought out at the meet- 
ing that should the state acquire the 
bridges by issuing 20-year revenue 
bonds, which would be paid off by 
tolls, approximately $4,500,000 would be 
taken from gas tax funds for bridge 
Maintenance.
